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"that the fea retired, and gave liberty to the air, which 
was contained and compreflcd. 

Such are the obfcrvations I htfve made ; from 
which the learned, who are endeavouring to find the 
caufe of earthquakes, fince that dreadful one, which 
deftroyed the city of Lilbon, may make fuch con- 
clufions.as theyfhall think proper.
